AX EXPERIMENTAL DAM. 



Only One of Its Kind in America. Bnilt in 
Hi,? San.lx Rivsr. 



The experimental dam, built by the 
United States Government in the Big 
Sandy river at Louisa, has j.isi been com- 
pleted and put into operation. Tbe first 
steamboat to pass through the lock was 
the Sandy Valley, whi; h was put through 
Saturday afternoon. Everything worked 
perfectly. 

The dam is the only one of the kind in 
America, and it is the highest of its type 
in the world.

gave an expression of opinion regarding 
the outrages being perpetrated by the 
mob or tollgate raiders. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Pinkerton is in favor 
•f the pikes being freed legally, although 
a President himself, the interview is 
doubly impressive. A gate on his mad is 
the only one left standing in the county. 
It was the first to bo re-erected after the 
raid of September 21ft, but the collecting 
of toll has never been resumed, becsuse 
no one could be found to take charge. 
Mr. Pinkerton said 

1 am, and have been Bince I began to 
investigate the subject, an insistent and 
persistent advocate of free roads in our 
Commonwealth. Many of our turnpike 
roads have been turned from their origi- 
nal design of being a public convenience 
to a means of earning dividends for stock- 
holders. It seems an absurdity to call a 
'public highway' a road crossed every 
five miles by an ugly log, which will be 
lifted onlvon the payment of lotl/ It has 
always seemed to mo a ridiculous propo 
sition that a county will give four-flftbs 
or five-sixths of all the money necessary 
to build a road, and then turn it ever to 
seven men to operate and control, which 
they are sure to do as far as possible in 
their own interest. I think, therefore, 
that our County Courts or Fiscal Courts 
ought to make all possible speed in secur- 
ing control of the tellroads within their 
Jurisdiction, and dispense with the toll 
gates, not because there is a lawless peo 
pie disposed to destroy these gates, but 
because it is right and in keeping with 
the spirit of the times 

"But meanwhile I am just as strenu 
outly ia favor of maintaining the luprem 
acy of law and the right of private prop^ 
erty. The right of properly in these 
roads of thoee who have bought stock is 
unquestioned and unquestionable. The 
right to life may be the highest and dear- 
est to the individual, but so far as civil 
society is concerned the right of privste 
property ia greater. Whenever it is can- 
' ceeed that this right csn be invaded in 
safety by night even then you have con 
ceded s force which will sooner or later 
work the dissolution of society and gov 
eminent by law. True to this belief, I 
am of the opinion that tbs reads, the 
esmntiesand the state ought to combine li 
• supreme effort tn maintain the right of 
these roads to collect toll until they shall 
be freed according to law If there bs 
no lsw for such proceeding let ons bi 
enacted at the earliest possible moment.

New Yohk, Jan. 5.— A special to the 
World from Havana says: I'uerto Prin- 
cipe province ia comparatively quiet. 
It is the largest province in Cuba, ex* 
cept Santiago, but has the smallest pop- 
ulation. Of its 50,000 inhabitants tli.OOO 
live in I'uerto Principe city, the provin- 
cial capital. 

The railroad connecting Puerto Prin- 
cipe city with the seaport Nuevitas ia 
in regular operation. There has been 
great improvement in that respect 
since summer, when the railway was 
blockaded. 

The country between I'uerto Prin- 
cipe and the sea waa overrun then by 
the Insurgent bands, but the death of 
their leader, Joae Maria Rodriguez, was 
a severe loss, from which they have 
not recovered. 

A large part of the province being 
uninhabited, the insurgents were able 
to roam about until Gen. Castellanoa 
and the military governor pursued the 
different bands and drove them into 
Santiago or into the wilderness of the 
Najasa hills in the southwestern part 
of the province.
